1982 promises 


full ballot

@ = The big election of 1980 is hardly past, 
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but it’s still not too early to start mulling 
over the key elements in Michigan’s 1982 
election. Two years from now the election 
in Michigan should be a humdinger. 

In 1982, Michigan voters can look for- 
ward to a nearly full ballot for a change. 
The 1980 election, after all, was only a 
partial challenge for Michigan voters. 

Sure, we helped elect a president. Sure, 
we voted in congressional races and for 
the state house of representatives and for 
county officials. But missing in 1980 were 
contests for governor or for United States 
Senator or for the Michigan state senate. 
Those will be up in 1982. 

Michigan won’t vote for president in 
1982, or tor county officers; but the 
clashes for governor and especially for 
U.S. senator should be their equal for 
public interest. At least, that’s the way it 
looks two years in advance. 

Michigan Senator Don Riegle, a Demo- 
crat, certainly will be embattled. He’s 
high on the target list of the politically 
emergent ‘‘Moral Majority’, described 
generally as a conservative political ac- 
tion group which seems to mix fundamen- 
tal religious principles with effective 
political activism. 


Generally speaking, this segment of the 
American political scene opposes the 
liberal element of politics. In 1980, they 
opposed several stalwart liberals rather 
successfully. The casualty list reads like a 
recent roster of Who's Who on Capitol 
Hill in Washington. 

Defeated liberal incumbents included 
U.S. Senators Birch Bayh of Indiana, 
John Culver of Iowa, Frank Church of 
Idaho, and George McGovern of South 
Dakota. Moral Majority pitched in again- 
st all of them, and claimed much of the 
credit for their losses. 

Next comes 1982, and a more experien- 
ced Moral Majority promises more ac- 
tion. Michigan’s Senator Riegle may well 
be in the focus. 

‘We'll very definitely take a look at 
Riegle in 1982,” claims the Reverend 
David -A. Wood of. Kentwood, director of 
Moral Majority in Michigan. “Senator 


Riegle has a zero voting record as far as 
we're concerned,” 

Whoever becomes Moral Majority’s 
1982 champion against Riegle can expect 
support, both dollar support and worker 
support, that could rival the usual union 
backing for liberal Democrats. That’s 
something new for conservative 
Republican candidates in Michigan. 

A couple of prospective candidates 
against Riegle pop easily into mind this 
far in advance as the type of individual to 
whom Moral Majority forces could be at- 
tracted. 

One is U.S. Representative David 
Stockman of St. Joseph, who is about to 
start this third term in Congress. Stock- 
man is considered one of the brighter 
lights among young Congressional con- 
servatives, and may be tapped for top 
spot in the Reagan administration, which, 
of course, would not take him out of 1982 
senatorial consideration. 

Another is Richard Headlee, Farming- 
ton Hills insurance executive, whose 
greatest fame so far is author and front 
man for the tax limiting Headlee Amend- 
ment of 1978. His amendment has not 
worked out awfully well so far—probably 
because of the insistant rise of in- 
flation—but Headlee has continued his 
activities in favor of lower property taxes 
by becoming an 11th hour spokesman for 
the more radical Tisch Amendment of 
1980. Headlee also is publicly bickering 
with Governor Milliken now and again, 
which is a tactic not likely to lose him any 
support among Moral Majority forces, 

Other names and other forces will 
emerge as important between now and 
1982; the direction the Reagan Adminis- 
tration takes in Washington—-as well as 
its successes and its failures—also will 
have impact on Michigan’s 1982 Senate 
contest. 

A couple of things appear likely from 
this far out, however: 

The eyes of the nation will focus on 
Senator Riegle’s re-election attempts in 
1982, and the forces that ejected Senators 
Bayh, McGovern, Church, Culver, et. al, 
will find fertile ground for activism in 
Michigan in 1982. 


NEW STAFF MEMBER--Congressman Bob Davis has announced a new member on his Wash- 
ington staff. K.C. Jonson has been hired as the new Assistant Press Secretary, to replace Mark Ruge 
who moved back to Marquette to serve as District Representative for the Congressman. 

Jonson, who spent the last two and a half years as News Director at WUPY-WMOQT radio in Ish- 
peming says she’s happy with her new position. ‘It’s great. I can keep up with Upper Peninsula and 


Northern Michigan issues.” 


Jonson was born and raised in New York City, attended Music and Art High School, and the State 
University of New York. She moved to Negaunee in 1977 at the invitation of a family member, and 
landed her job at the radio station the following year. 

Jonson began her new job December 1, 1980 and among her other duties, will be producing Con- 
gressman Davis’ popular ‘‘Direct Line’ radio show every week. 


Grayling Studentin Michigan  preerict court 
Scholar at Aima College 


ALMA—Timothy Miller, an 
Alma College junior from Gray- 
ling, is among the 73 Alma 
students who are Michigan 
Scholars this year. Since many 
graduates continue _ their 
education at universities 
around the country, Alma par- 
ticipates with other four-year 
colleges and the University of 
Michigan in the Michigan 
Scholars program, which is 
designed to facilitate the 
students’ transition from under- 
graduate to graduate study. 

Each year as part of the pro- 
gramming for Michigan 
Scholars, the University of 
Michigan’s Rackham Graduate 
School sponsors a day-long 
Michigan Scholars Conference 
to explain graduate school ad- 
missions policies, financial sur- 
vival in graduate school and 
special programs offered by 
many universities. 

For this year’s Michigan
